Editorial Correswoudence. 


MADISON, April 6, 1861. 


The joint committee on congressional ap- 


portionment reported yesterday morning in 
favor of the plan which places Rock with 
Dane, Columbia and Jefferson, and in com- 
mittee of the whole in the senate, to-day, it 
was agreed to without debate. This ar- 
rangement makes one democratic district 
on the lake shore, and is generally satisfac- 
tory, The Journal, of this city, in attempt- 
ing to convey the impression that the ire of 
those who denounced the gerrymander was 
groundless,'and that there was never any 
intention to report it, is hardly fair. The 
committee did agree, on Friday, to report 
and recommend it, as I had assurance from 
four or five members of that committee,, one 
of whom was the chairman, and had it not 
been for the strong outside opposition to it,: 
that scheme would have been favorably re- 
ported, and perhaps adopted. Tarn assur- 
ed, however, by the chairman of the com- 
mittee, Dr. Cary/that it has been given up 
aud that he will "co-operate with the other 
members of the committee, in the passage 
of the bill reported. He has worked hard 
to obtain a plan which would give the re- 
publicans of his part of the state a show for 
the election of a congressman ; but finding 
it would be geographically unfair, and per- 
haps endanger the republican ascendancy 
in one or two districts, to construct the ap- 
postionment as he desires, he has yielded 
the point and cordially supports the plan of 
of the committee. 


The bank bill was considered in. the sen- 


ate yesterday, and several amendments 
adopted, when it was passed. The assem- 
bly will probably concur, in most of the 
amendments, and it will be then for the 
people to say whether it shall become a law. 


The bill to donate all the swamp lands in 


tbe state to the counties in which they KB, 
was, after being defeated in the senate, re- 
considered, on motion of Mr. Kelsey, and 
referred to a select committee. Thera is 
great danger that this bill will pass. It ii 
a tempting bait to the counties interested, 
and their representatives, as it opens rich 
avenues for land sharking. 
Its passage 


will take fifty per cent of the swamp land 
fund income from the school fund, and de- 
stroys all hopes that hereafter any aid can 
be expected from that source for our schools. 
There are many reasons which could be 
urged why the passage of this bill is out- 
rageously unjnst towards those portions of 
the state where the land was bought up and 
settled long before the donations wero made 
for drainage purposes. The principal are 
these—the state is a trustee to see that the 
draining of tha land is accomplished, wher- 
ever needed in the state, and it cannot do- 
nate the trust itself, while the object of that 
trust remains unaccomplished. In the sec- 
ond place it will not require.one half of the 
2,000,000 acres of swamp lands to pay for 
the draining of them. In fact the income 
from the lands already sold is more than 
enough to accomplish the drainage as fast 
cs needed, and this being the case the whole 
of the land or the fund raised by their sale, 
can remain undisposed of, while the inter- 
est will pay for the draining, so that what 
is proposed to be given away can and ought 
to b« saved to form a school fund, the bene- 
fit! of which can be shared in by the whole 
state. 
Whatever portion of this swamp 


land is not used to pay for drainage, be- 
longs to the whole state, and not solely to 
that portion where the swamp lands are sit- 
uated. But I have little hope that the swin- 
dle upon the state can be prevented, and I 
will say no more about it. 


Happening into the assembly this after- 


noon, I was surprised to find that a propo- 
sition was before that body to give about 
130,000 acres of She LaCrosse land grant 
to the Sugar Biver Valley Railroad Com- 
pany, to aid it in constructing a road from 
Portage City to Madison, and that there 
was a prospect of its passage. This road 
will pass through Albany and Brodhesd in 
Green countj, if bnilt, and connect with tlie 
Illinois Central at Freeport. This appears 
to be a strange direction, (south-west in- 
stead of south-east,) for a Wisconsin land 
grant road to run ; it may be that it may 
be profitable to dispose of the grant for 
such a road, but if so, " I cannot see it" in 
that light. The most aatural and proper 
route wonld bs one directly towards an eas- 
tern market, and not aronnd by Freeport to 
Chicago. Whether Janesville has any in- 
terest in this matter I leavs it for her citi- 
zens to decide. This bill will probably pass 
the assembly to-day, and go to the senate, 
with a fair prospect of a passage there. 


There is still doubt about the judicial 


question, both sides claiming it. It may be 
some time before it is finally ascertained 
•who is elected, but I think the prospect of 
the re-election of Judge.Cole is favorable.

It was proposed by some to appro- 
priate the funds in the county treasury for 
that purpose, but the board has~no authori- 
ty for doing it, and they adjourned without 
any-definite action, except to call a meet- 
ing of the citizens of the county on Satur- 
day next, to see if some measure of relief 
could not be adopted. We hope there will 
be a large meeting of those who able to 
give, and that they will all give to the ex- 
tent of their means. 
Something must be 


done, and that speedily, too, or hundreds of 
onr citizens will certainly perish with hun- 
ger. 


We want to see those who have been de- 


nouncing that good and pure-hearted old 
gentleman, Benj. Hawkins, and boasting 
that they were ready and willing to give 
half what they had to the poor, come for- 
ward and subscribe liberally. Will they do 
it? 
We will venture Ihe prediction that 


one hundred dollars will not be subscribed 
by that class of men in the county. Some 
of them have been appealed to before, and 
their reply was that there was no one in 
need except a few lazy, drunken and tri- 
fling fellows. 
We deny it. 
There are hun- 


dreds of hard-working, liontst men, who arc 
almost entirely destitute, and who must suf- 
fer unless they get relief in some form. 
We have heard of a large number of men 
who have given up their crops and gone off 
to hunt work to get food for their.families. 
If they had the" corn to feed their families 
and stock, they could make a crop and pay 
for it in the fall. 
These men do not want 


what is given them. 
They only wnnt it on 


a credit until next fall. 


Our old friend Hiram Jonea informs us 


that there is a great deal of destitution in 
his neighborhood, and that unless relief is 
afforded within twelve days, armed bod- 
ies of men will take corn by force from 
those who have it.

;—Yesterday afternoon, word was brought 
to .the south district police station that the 
negroes in large force had surrounded the 
house of Hays, at the corner of Wells and 
Taylor sts., with1 the determination of kill- 
ing .him. A posse of six men was imme- 
diately sent to the spot with instructions to 
.bring the negro to the armory for better se- 
curity. Word was also sent to the north 
and: west stations for reinforcements. The 
posse found the house of Hays surrounded 
by a.crowd of between two and three hue- 
dred negroes, armed with clubs, Tcnivef, 
pistols, shot guns, and ofher utensils of 
war. They had obtained a ladder, and with 
it were endeavoring to ,,get _into the house 
through an upper window, *in which they 
would have soon succeeded had not tbe po- 
lice arrived to interfere with their designs. 
The infuriated mob waa soon scattered by 
the police. OhlyafewJ more courageous 
thatt;the rest, lingered near'lthe house. The 
negro Hays was then brought down and 
conducted towards the armory, the mob fol- 
lowing at a respectable, distance. On tbe 
way, the posse were met by reinforcements 
from the north and west divisions, and with 
thia additional force, saven of the ring- 
leaders in the riot—six males aud one fe 
male—were arrested.
